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In Orlando for the 2008 World 
Championships, players from the 
United States held off the strong 
challenges of players from Japan, 
Canada, and Norway to claim 
the title of Pokémon TCG World 
Champion in all three age divisions. 
A single country has dominated 
before—Japan did so in 2004, also 
in Orlando, and the U.S. dominated 
in 2005—but a Champion claiming 
the title for a second time is new 
and noteworthy. 


Twenty-two-year-old Jason Klaczynski, 
who last took home the trophy in 
2006, gave the cheering crowd 
what it was hoping for when he 
went 2-0 against fifteen-year-old 
rising star Khanh Le of Norway in 
the Finals for the Masters Division. 
When he stepped onto the stage 
to receive his accolades during the 
Closing Ceremony, the returning 
Champion Klaczynski made Pokémon 
TCG history. 


There were other fierce battles 
that led to victories for eleven- 
year-old Tristan Robinson in the 
Junior Division and Dylan Lefavour, 
fourteen, in the Senior Division. A 
previous Champion in the Junior 
Curran Hill, battled 
brilliantly to fourth place in the 


Division, 


Senior Division, another unique 
moment. For all three of the title 
contests, fans cheered the players’ 
moves while watching the action on 
overhead screens that provided a 
bird's-eye view of the matches. 


The weekend of August 15th-17th 
was built on astonishing numbers. 
Nearly 700 would-be Champions 
competed in the Last Chance 
Qualifier the Friday before the 
Main Event...64 players from the 
United States and Japan arrived at 
Worlds to compete in the Pokémon 
Video Game Showdown...a total of 
356 players shuffled their decks 


with an eye on the title when 
the tournament began Saturday 
morning...more than 550 fans lined 
up to acquire a unique Pokémon 
for their Nintendo DS systems... 
over 2,500 players, families, 
spectators, and fans packed the 
Grand Ballroom of the Hilton in 
the Walt Disney World Resort for 
the weekend of battle...and in the 
end, the numbers came down to 
three. Three Champions. And 
one of them, a two-time winner... 
a first for the Pokémon TCG 
World Championships.
